There now are 353,760 feet of 
water mains In service in Tor­ 
rance.

The new districts are revenue 
producers. Stanger said, and they 
are paying their way. Revenue 
from the Walteria district last 
year was $33,093.46 from its rate 
of $1.50 per 800 cubic feet of wa­ 
ter a month. It has a .25 cents 
per $100 assessed valuntion tax 
rate which produced $10,830.75.

North Torrance revenue last 
year was $47,323.06, from a $1.10 
tax water rate for 500 cubic feet.

Its tax rate also is .25 cents 
per $100, and it produces $12,- 
823.99.

North Torrancf used 23,367,674 
cubic feet of metropolitan (Colo­ 
rado river) water last year, and 
Walteria, 23,253,312 cubic feet.

The central district used 10,- 
805,779 cubic feet of metropoli­ 
tan water last year to augment 
its well supply which is limited 
to 2000 gallons per minute. 
STAFF GROWS

The water department employs 
IS men and four women at this 
time, working in all three dis­ 
tricts. In 1947, they employed 
eight men and three women, one 
i part-time clerk.

ASSESSED 
VALUE IN 
BIG JUMP

The assessed valuation of Tor­ 
rance jumped $4,720,220 this 
year, to a total of $47,611,750 
(without public utilities) accord­ 
ing to the County Assessor's of­ 
fice. The comparable total last 
year was $42,091,530.

With public utilities, amount­ 
ing to $4,100,000, the assessed 
valuation is $51,711,750.

The total exceeds the estimated 
assessed valuation used in bud­ 
gets of the City of Torrance and 
Torrance Unified School District.

Growth in home construction 
of the area is responsible for the 
increase this year, although dur­ 
ing the coming year, industrial 
expansion will aid the figure. 
The new Pittsburgh paint plant 
then will be In operation and 
subject to taxation as such.

North Torrance was assured a 
high school in the future by the 
purchase of a 30 acre tract at 
438 W. 182nd Street, it was an­ 
nounced this week by Emmet W. 
Ingram, board of education busi­ 
ness manager.

Ingram said that the board of 
education has approved payment 
of $90,000 for the property and 
that the deal is now in escrow.

The site is being acquired with 
monies obtained in a $1,000,000 
high school improvement bond is­ 
sue appmved earlier this year by 
the unified district's voters.

Still being sought, according 
to Ingram, is a similar tract in 
the southerly portion of the city.

Although construction of an­ 
other high school is not contem­ 
plated in the near future, school 
planners want the sites available 
when the need arises.

Meanwhile, the board has ap­ 
proved a contract approximating 
$24.500 for painting the interior 
and exterior of the present high 
school.

The successful bidder, Strand 
A Son, is due to begin the inside 
work next week with completion 
due by the resumption of class 
sessions in September. Some out­ 
side work may be yet under way 
after school begins again, it waa 
stated.
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
